FARMERS URGED 


TO SAVE FATS 


Points Out Need For 
Fats To Make Soap, 
Many Other Items 


Urgent need for home and farm 
collections of used fats continue 
despite the end of meat rationing, 
according to John G. Boggs, chair­ 
man 
of 
the 
Pickaway County 
Agricultural Conservation 
Asso­ 
ciation. 
Although 
butchers 
ob­ 
viously will no 
longer 
give 
red 
stamps in return for fats, the offer 
of four cents per pound still re­ 
mains. 
Mr. Boggs announced that Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Clinton P. 
Anderson had issued the fol!ow- 
ing statement in regard to the 


continuation of the fat aal wage 
program: “It is just as im portant 
now as when fats and oils were 
rationed, to save and turn in every 
bit of used kitchen fat. Used fats 
continue to be one of our most 
important sources of supply for 
the manufacture of soap and for 
other Industrial uses. It may be 
many months before we can ob­ 
tain adequate suppliea of imported 
fats and oils for these uses.” 
Wf»h the rapid approach of the 
winter killing season, Mr. Boggs 
urged Pickaw'ay county farmers 
to carefully salvage and turn in 
waste killing fats. 
U. S. production of fats and 
oils this year is expected to run 
about 9.5 billion pounds. This is 
1.3 billion pounds less tha nin 1944, 
according to available figures. 
Stressing the stake each home­ 
maker had in the successful col­ 
lection of used fats. Mr. Boggs 
pointed out that fats and pils wrere 
needed for the manufacture, 
not 
only of soaps and lubricating oils, 
but In many "hard-to-get" peace­

WHEN an infection of tho mid* 
die part of the ear occurs, it pro­ 
duces fever and pain in the tar. 
Secretions form in the middle ear 
and often the ear-drum must be 
cut open in order to permit Hie se­ 
cretions to drain out. 
As a genera! rule, the condition 
then gradually clears up. Treat­ 
ment with the sulfonamide drugs 
and penicillin may be found help­ 
ful. However, in many instances 
the condition may become chronic, 
that is, long continued. 


Chronic Running Ear 
It has been found by Doctor 
Nehemiah Asherton of England, 
that eight out of every tan cases 
of chronic running ear in achool 
children responded promptly to 
the use of a powder made up of 
iodine and boric acid. This powder 
was employed by blowing it into 
the ear. in some instances, it was 
necessary also to get rid of excess­ 
ive scar tissue by applying a sil­ 
ver nitrate solution to the areas 
where it was located. 
Doctor Asherson suggests that 
before operations are performed 
in cases of chronic running ear, 
at least 12 weeks of continuous 
treatment with the powder should 
be tried. 
The powder is made by thorough­ 
ly mixing the iodine crystals with 
the boric acid powder. Since this 
type of treatment was originally 
suggested, some 4.000 children 
have been treated with it wi’h sat­ 
isfactory results, according to Doc­ 


tor Arthur G. Wells, also of Enc* 
land. 
Several Type* 
There would appear to be sev­ 
eral type# of chronic running ear. 
In one type, there is a small open­ 
ing in the center of the ear-drum 
together with some infection of th# 
middle ear and the eustachian tube 
which leads from'the throat to the 
ear. This type appears to respond 
rapidly to the treatment with tho 
boric-acid-iodine powder. Compli­ 
cations rarely occur in these cases 
and operation! are rarely neces­ 
sary. 
In the second type of chronic 
running ear, there is infection of 
the middle ear together with the 
formation of excessive scar tis­ 
sue. Treatment of the scar tissue 
and the use of the powder, it is 
stated, will clear up more than half 
of the cases. If there is a great 
deal of scar tissue present, an op­ 
eration is usually required. 
In some instances, small tumor 
growths may appear in the ear 
known as aurol polypi In such in­ 
stances, operation is necessary. 
With the proper treatment of 
acute middle-ear infections, the 
chronic type of the disorder may 
often be prevented. Should chronic 
running ear occur, the iodine- 
boric acid powder treatment would 
appear to be of value.
